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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14 and 17-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above mentioned 
claims are allowable over the prior arts because the CPA (Cited Prior Arts) of record taken singly 
or in combination fail to anticipate or render obvious the specific added limitations, as recited in 
independent claims 10, 14, 22-24, & 26-28 and subsequent dependent claims. 

The CPA does not teach or suggest a method of constructing a user/employee 
profile/lexicon created based off of the terms/characteristics of documents gathered in response 
to a query/search. The CPA further fails to teach or suggest that these profiles/lexicons are used 
in determining if further uses or attempts to gather data results within the system are authorized 
or unauthorized, where the user is possibly unauthorized if the new behavior falls outside the 
bounds of the previously recorded behavior and the system is signaled as having a potential 
misuse. Furthermore, there is no proper motivation for combining the CPA of record. As such, 
the Examiner would be relying on impermissible hindsight, and not upon a suggestion from the 
combination of the references applied to support teachings/suggestions for all of the claimed 
limitations. 

Gillis (US Patent No.6,523,026) teaches the use of an information retrieval system which 
monitors the search results and documents as retrieved by various users in order to return more 
relevant search results and provide for a faster searching system. However, Gillis fails to 
teach/suggest monitoring the search results/documents gathered for detecting misuse by 
unauthorized users of the system.
